$75,000 


Now the club has built another course 
using plans by the same architect, 
which cost only $17.000, exclusive of 
the water eystem. -Assuming this will 
add about $8,000 to the total there is 
a saving of about $50,000 And so far 
as can be learned, 
there 
were no 


harder construction problems in the 
old course than in the new one. 
Another example is found in the 


Gowanie golf and country club in the 
same district. 
This club installed a 


water system, built seven entirely 
new greens, and maintained its 18 
holes course during 1923 at a total 
cost of $11,000. 


This information^Ralston^Goss, who 


says that the Detroit-Pittsburgh Golf
